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UNO alum speaks about Sept. 11 _

UNO commemorated the second 
anniversary of the 9/11 terrorist attacks 
Thursday with a speaker’s first hand 
account of the attacks in New York and 
the lessons he learned from that day. 

UNO alum, Paul Critchlow, 
counselor to the CEO of Merrill Lynch 
and vice chairman of public markets, 
spoke to an audience of about 400 


members from UNO and _ the 
community about how his company 
responded after the attacks. 


“The Twin Towers are literally in 
our backyard, so the terrorist attacks 
were very personal for us,” Critchlow 
said. “I think that managing the crisis 
itself and through the aftermath was 
our way of fighting back.” 

Critchlow works in the Merrill 
Lynch headquarters, next door to the 
spot where .the Twin Towers once 
stood. On the morning of Sept. 11, 2001, 
he heard a loud boom and ran to the 
window to see the burning hole in the 
side of the North Tower. 

After the second plane hit, he said 
his company evacuated 9,000 
employees from their headquarters, 
while the executive committee, 
including Critchlow, stayed in the

basement until everyone was safely 
out. 

“We heard and felt an ominous 
rumbling and we had visual monitors 
around our facility that showed us that 
the first tower was collapsing,” he said. 
“And that, of course, is when we knew 
we had to leave.” 

Critchlow and his team members 
were walking away from the World 
‘Trade Center when the second tower 
collapsed. The huge cloud of dust was

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chasing them as they ran up the street | 
when a gust of wind off the Hudson | 
River stopped the cloud just before it 
engulfed them. 

“There was an orderliness in the ' 
retreat even though there was so much - 
fear,” he said. “It’s said that crisis brings 
out the best and the worst in people, : 
and I have to say that on that day, all I ° 
saw was the best.”

Members of UNO’s Student 
Government expressed concern 
about new election rules and Internet 
censorship on campus during a Sept. 
1 meeting. 

As the Oct. 14 and 15 Student 
Government elections — quickly 
approach, the executive and rules 
committees are eager to avoid 
problems that have surrounded 
elections in recent years. 

“We're trying to clean everything 
up since there are grievances every 


year,” said Student Body President 
Joe Bilek. 
The Student Government 


approved rules that will require 
candidates to attend an election 
orientation meeting. The aim of the 
meeting is to avoid confusion that 
has resulted in election disputes over 
minor misunderstandings in the past. 
“Nobody can claim they didn’t know 
the rules,” if they attend the meeting, 
Bilek said. 

The committees also hope the 
new election rules will help to avoid

UNO will host a guest lecture by an official from the 
Embassy of Ghana in Washington, D.C. Thursday, Sept. 
18. 

Ivor Agyeman-Duah, minister of public affairs 
diplomacy, will speak on his topic “Ghana in West Africa: 
Prospects for a Post Colonial State” in the William H. 
Thompson Alumni Center. The lecture begins at 7 p.m. 
The event is free and open to the public. 

Robert Chrisman, chair of the Department of Black 
Studies, said Agyeman-Duals visit is timely because the 
theme of his lecture fits with the current problem of civil 
strife African countries are facing. 

“In addition, there’s the HIV/AIDS crisis which 
impedes an African development still struggling with the 
problems of neo-colonialism,” Chrisman said. 

Chrisman said the topic is important because it 


telates to the future of the United States. 

“Issues of developing countries are the most 
dynamic issues in the world today as we continue our 
global expansion,” he said. 

Agyeman-Duah will speak for about 30 minutes and 
a question and answer period will follow. A reception 
with refreshments will be held at the end. 

Agyeman-Duah has studied in Ghana, Britain and 
the United States, including at the W.E.B. DuBois Institute 
for Afro-American Studies at Harvard University. He also 
has an M.A. from the School of Journalism, Media and 
Cultural Studies at the University of Wales. He is a Fellow 
of the World Press Institute at Macalester College in St. 
Paul, Minn., and has written six books on politics and 
culture in Ghana. 

Agyeman-Duah’s lecture is part of a three-day visit to 
Omaha.

Jonathan Benjamin-Alvarado, UNO professor in the 
political science department, will lead a discussion 
entitled “The Latino Male at Risk” Thursday, Sept. 18. 

The lecture will begin at 11:30 a.m. in the Omaha 
Room of the Milo Bail Student Center. 

The speech will discuss the Latino male in relation to 
a changing world and how to bring that particular group 
in to the political mainstream. Benjamin-Alvarado said if 
the political status doesn’t evolve, he is concerned that 
Latino males will be left out of the political mainstream of 
toady’s changing world. 

“In a way I am calling out the Latino male,” said 
Benjamin-Alvarado. “ I am trying to be critical but 
positive. This discussion will be controversial.” 

Rachel Endo, director of the American Multicultural 
Student Agency, said Benjamin-Alvarado’s discussion 
will address the public’s stereotype of the Latino male and 
how the negative images contradict the so-called liberal- 
democratic ideals our nation-state prides itself for, such as 
tolerance, multiculturalism and diversity. 

“Dr. Benjamin-Alvarado’s discussion will hopefully 
deconstruct some common stereotypes about the Latino 
male, as well as provide the audience with an awareness 


that racial discrimination continues to be a tremendous 
sociopolitical liability in America.” said Endo. “His 
speech will most definitely satisfy the American 
Multicultural Student Agency’s mission of promoting 
awareness and tolerance of multiple cultures in America.” 

The discussion looks past the facade of the Latino 
male and at his lack of power and the despair of a 
changing world and transform his life that serves to 
empower rather than to dominate, said Alvarado.

Cadre recelves award

UNO's Cadre project, which stands for 
Career Advancement and Development for 
Recruits and Experienced teachers, received a 
national award for excellence in teacher 
education Sept. 11. 

Cadre, a teacher training program, was 
named as a recipient of the Christa McAuliffe 
Award for Excellence in Teacher Education. 

The award is named after the teacher who 
died in the 1986 explosion of the space shuttle 


90 executives, security and communications 
people, with nowhere else to go, walked to 
his home in the West Village and set up a 
temporary command center. They had to 
quickly learn to function without any of 
their traditional communication media. 

Cell phones were not working, they 
had no e-mail, no phone numbers and no 
offices. In the hours after the attacks, they 
were able to regroup and begin notifying 
clients that the company’s employees were 
safe and Merrill Lynch was continuing to 
operate, he said. 

Critchlow choked up for a moment 
during his speech as he recalled his 
coworkers’ response to the day's tragedy. 

“i'm very proud at how our employees 
reacted and how our communications 
professionals responded,” he said. “I think it 
was a defining moment for all of us.” 

Merrill Lynch lost three employees who 
had been in the World Trade Center that day. 

Through all the crises he has dealt with 
in his career, he said he has learned some 
fundamental lessons. 

“Lesson number one,” he said, “is while 
no one can anticipate a crisis of this 
magnitude, Preparation and planning. do 
make a difference.” 

‘Two months earlier, his company had

His second lesson is that in a crisis, the 


team is everything. He said that you have to 


depend on teamwork in ways you never 
anticipated. 

For the third lesson, he said it is 
important to get all the information possible 
and deliver the message clearly, through 


whatever means ate available. Employees ° 


used their personal phones, email and 
automated messages to communicate with 
coworkers and clients. 

“The fourth and final lesson is, by and 
large, people are fundamentally decent,” 
Critchlow said. “The acts of bravery, 
compassion and decency that we 
experienced in the wake of the attack [were] 
overwhelming.” 

The Merrill Lynch headquarters were 
damaged in the attack. The company was 
able to move back into the building on 
March 27, 2002. 

Critchlow said people still ask if things 
ar back to normal. 

“The answer is yes and no,” he said. 
“There isn’ta day that don’t look at the hole 
in our skyline where the Twin Towers once 
stood, remember what happened and 
realize things will never really be the same.” 


Perlman Oct. 15, Perlman then will decide 
whether to accept or reject the committee’s 
recommendations. 

The proposed cuts aren’t official. The 
NU Board of Regents must approve any 
program elimination.

Ifit hadnt been for the classic rock playing 
when we walked in, Das Rheinland could have 
been mistaken for a typical gasthaus in 
Germany. The rich wine-colored table clothes, 
Old World paintings and grapevine theme 
throughout the restaurant orted us 
somewhere far from 414 S. 10"! St. and 
Omaha's Old Market 

While the atmosphere had drawn us in 
during our first 25 minutes’ there, my 
companion and I took advantage of the couch 
in the waiting area because Das Rheinland had 
only one persan working, and he had to play 
the part of the waiter, the busboy and the host. 
Despite the lengthy wait, there was a very 
relaxed and good-natured tone to the 
restaurant, as most of the diners joked with the 
waiter and offered their sympathy toward his 
plight. 

The menu is mostly in German, with 
English descriptions and prices set between 
$12.95 and $17.95. My companion was excited 
about a rather large selection of German beers, 
but unfortunately, when he tried ordering any 
of his top three selections, they had none of 
them in stock. Our waiter, despite having an 
entire restaurant to handle on his own,

Thankfully, our waiter was able to get 
someone in to help him bus tables and seat 
people, so our meal went much quicker after 
the appetizer. This was also about the time 
when the dassic rock was tumed off and 
replaced with more authentic mood-seiting 
German music. 

For our main course, we had the 
Zucchini-Pilz Ragout, a creamy vegetable dish 
with sautéed zucchini, mushrooms, tomatoes, 
sweet s and onions with a white sauce 
over a type of pasta called spiitzle and 
Jiigerschnitzel, pan fried pork cutlets served with 
potatoes and asparagus with brown 
mushroom gravy. 

The Zucchini-Pilz Ragout turned out tobe 
pretty bland considering how many different 
kinds of vegetables were sautéed in, but the 
spatzle was very good. [also had a side order of 
dumplings for $3.95, which were thick and 
doughy with justa thin drizzle of gravy on top.

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Millet to Matisse ends on

The Millet to Matisse exhibit closed 
this weekend after along run at the Joslyn 
Art Museum. On Saturday, the Joslyn 
held a special closing event for the exhibit. 
The exhibit displayed nearly 70 French 
masterpieces from some of the most 
famous French artists of the 19th and 20! 
centuries. The museum extended its 
hours until 10 p.m. and featured many 
activities for the visitors. At 4 p.m. that 
day, more than 2,000 people waited to get 
in to see the exhibit for the last time. About 
10,000 visitors saw the exhibit since its 
opening June 21, said Linda Rajcevich, 
spokeswoman for the museum. 

“We wanted people to celebrate the 
closing and make an evening, out of it” 
Rajcevich said. 

The casual event included extended 
hours, a reduced admission fee, music, 
food, workshops and the exhibit. All 
activities had a French theme to celebrate 
the closing. 

The Millet to Matisse exhibit 
displayed some of the most famous 
French artists, including Millet, Matisse, 
Van Gogh, Picasso and Renoir. 

This was such a rare experience; 
some of the paintings have never been 
shown in America and may not ever be 
shown in the United Stares again. The 
Joslyn Art Museum was one of six stops 
in the United States the exhibit will visit. 
Omaha was the only city in the Midwest 
to feature the rare exhibit. 

The exhibit exemplifies an era where 
artists wanted to express emotions and 
ideas. Most of the paintings were of 
simple scenes. Many depicted rural and

This exhibit may be one of the most

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College students who carried a particular version of a 
common gene tended to have more harmful drinking habits 
than those who had a different version, according to a study 
published in the journal Aleoliol and Alcoholism. 

The gene, knownas the serotonin transporter gene -5-HTT 
— has previously been shown to play a key role in emotions, 
including depression and anxiety. 

“One might speculate that in a new environment like 
college, if one is prone toa higher level of anxiety, one might also 
be more likely to use alcohol,” said Paolo B. DePetrillo, the senior 
investigator with the National Institute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism who co-authored the study. 

However, DePetrillo said the relationship between drinking 
and emotions is not clearly understood, and that further stuclies 
are needed. 

For the study, researchers surveyed abort 200 Caucasian 
college students, aged 17 to 23 years old about their alcohol 
consumption and then collected their saliva to look at a gene that 
helps regulate serotonin, a chemical messenger in the brain 
known to play a role in depression. 

Everyone inherits long or short versions of the 5-HTT gene 
from their parents, resulting in three possible combinations: two 
short, two long ora short and long, 

Although the majority of the general population has either 
two short or two long genes, about 30 percent of the white 
population has one of each gene, DePetrillo said. 

But the percentage varies within each ethnic group, he said. 
For example, African-Americans tend to have a higher 


: proportion of the long variant, while Asians have more short

They may seem a little out of place on 
that list right now, but if they keep clicking 
like they have been at the start of this 
season, it may not be too long before the 
connection of quarterback Brian Masek to 
wide receiver Ryan Krause is recognized 
as one of the top tandems in UNO history. 

In Saturday's 62-21 romp over visiting 
Minnesota State-Moorhead, Masek found 
Krause nine times for 180 yards and three 
touchdowns, putting the game out of 
reach by the early stages of the third 
quarter. 

This weekend’s game marked the 
early high point for the duo who have 
been performing at an extremely high 
level to start the season. Masek, who came 
into the season known more for his skill at 
running the option, is the team’s third 
leading rusher, accounting for 88 yards 
and three rushing touchdowns in the 
season’s first three games. However, his 
biggest strides have been made in the 
passing game, where he is completing 69 
percent of his throws for 624 yards and 
has connected on seven touchdowns with 
only two interceptions through three 
games. 

Head coach Pat Behrns credits his 
quarterback’s - improvement to the 
experience he gained last year after taking

over the starting quarterback job midway 
through the season, but also sees an 
improvement in the offensive line. 

“He's improved substantially and our 
linemen have a good feel for what we’re 
trying to do protection wise, and if you 
don’t protect, you don’t throw the ball 
very well,” said Behrns. 

The sophomore from Columbus, Neb. 
also feels his improvement has been a total 
team effort. “There’s a major difference 
[from last year to this year]. When I’m 
back in the pocket, I know when the

receivers are going to break and it’s a 
timing thing. The line’s blocking, I’m 
throwing and the receiver's are catching,” 
said Masek. 

His timing with Krause, in particular, 
has been impeccable. The senior from 
Millard South has been outstanding, 
pulling in 24 receptions for 384 yards and 
five touchdowns to open the season. The 
fast start has moved him into fourth place 
on the Maverick’s career receiving list and 
has drawn the interest of the NFL, a fact 
that hasn’t been lost on the receiver.

“I've had some scouts looking at me, 
so I'm trying, to take it to that next level 
and catch every ball that’s thrown my 
way”, said Krause. 

Masek says he has been doing just 
that. “He's our go-to guy, When we need 
a play, we go to him. He’s got the speed 
and the height.” 

Coach Behrns agrees with his 
quarterback’s assessment. “He’s a pretty 
big and physical guy, and as coaches, we 
took at match ups and ways to isolate him 


_ on one of [the other team’s] guys”, said 


Behrns. “I can’t say that we design things 
for Brian to look for Ryan Krause,” Behrns 
said. “But if I was Brian Masek, I’d be 
looking for No. 20 when it came time to 
pass the ball. And he does. There are 
several things he knows we can do. There 
are several ways we can attack safeties, 
and those guys do a pretty good job of it. 
They ad-libbed a little bit out there on 
some of the long passes today, because we 
got some safety coverage that we hadn't 


Even with all of his physical tools, 
Krause is quick to credit Masek for his 
gaudy statistics. “We've connected real 
well. He’s throwing the ball a lot better 
this year and we've been real fluid 
through practice, just trying to step up our 
game,” said Krause. 

So far, they can both consider their 
games stepped way up. The only 
question now is: Who’s Batman and 
who's Robin?

With the North Central 
Conference schedule looming, the 
Maverick volleyball team took their 
last chance to see where they stood in 
the region. 

UNO won three of their four 
matches in the North Central Region 
Challenge, a tournament that pitted 
the eight teams in NCC against the 
nine Northern Sun Conference 
schools. The Mavs opened with a 30- 
15, 30-28 and 30-25 sweep of Bemidji 
State on Friday before falling to 
Concordia University-St. Paul in three 
games 30-19, 30-27 and 30-27. 

Saturday's play saw the Mavs 
close out the tournament, held at the 
Sapp Fieldhouse, with wins over 
Minnesota State-Moorhead (21-30, 30- 
24, 30-22 and 30-19) and Northern

Maverick head coach Rose Shires 
said her team’s serving played a large 
part in Friday's opening win. 

“We basically served Bemidji off 
the court in the first game,” Shires 
said.

variants, he said. 

Binge drinking, defined as five or more 
drinks at a single sitting for men and four for 
women, was more prevalent in students with 
two copies of the short form of the gene, the 
study found. In addition, those students were 
more likely to drink to get drunk and to 
consume more drinks at a sitting than students 
with other combinations. 

The study also found that having at least 
one copy of the long variant was protective; 
those students tended to drink less, even 
though they went out to drink as often as the 
other students. 

A study last month by Madison 
researchers also found that people with two 
short genes were more likely to develop 
depression after experiencing multiple stressful 
events. 

Alcoholism affects 1 out of every 13 adults, 
or about 14 million Americans, according to the 
alcoholism institute. Men typically have more 
problems associated with their drinking, 


though alcohol problems are highest among 
young adults ages 18-29 and lowest among 
adults ages 65 and older. 

In addition, people who start drinking at 
an early age, particularly those younger than 
14, are more likely to develop alcohol problems 
later in life. 

More than 70 percent of adult 
Wisconsinites drink, and a love affair with 
booze begins by age 10, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control and Preveniion. 
Despite a drop in the percentage of students 
who binge drink at UW-Madison — from 66 
percent in 2001 to 62 perent in 2003 — the 
school still managed to leap from 10th to 2nd 
place in The Princeton Review's national 
“party school” rankings. 

“It’s a cruonic problem, and it’s a struggle 
[to quit] because drinking has immediate 
effects for people who drink,” said Allen 
Zweben, director of the Center for Addiction 
and Behavioral Health Research and a 
professor of social work at UW-Milwaukee. 
“But the more you drink, the more harmful it 
becomes.”
